didn’t know what it meant, but didn’t think 
it was a sign of hatred: Then he went on to 
say that as yet there was no suffering of any 
great consequence at Perth. There has been 
no attempt on the part of the operators to 
evict any of the tenants as yet, but there is no 
telling what they may do before the winter is 
over, They did try to import some laborers 
when the strike first started, and through our 
efforts the. Polanders and Hungarians they 
brought here all went back to Chicago where 
they came from. That was a great victory 
for us. It inspired the men as nothing else 
could have done. 

“As to the contracts, they were forced upon 
us. We had tosign or strike in the summer, 
when it would do us no good. We did not in- 
tend tokeep the contracts when they were 
made. It was like taking a man by the throat 
and putting a gun to his head and telling him 

tosign or die. There was a little dynamite 
used to blow up the fan in the air-shaft at the 
Pratt mine, but it was not done by the strik- 
ers. We know that the mines are insured and 
that it would not hurt the company to destroy 
the property. We don’t approve of violence 
in any direction. The few miners who are 


blacklegging don’t help the operators any, 


and we don’t pay any attention to them.”’ 
One Man Who Kuew of the Troubles. 

When Skeene had finished and the crowd 
dispersed a grocer, who had stood by and 
heard all that had passed, said: 

The talk of that hanging has been com- 
mon ever since Saturday night. This is the 
first time I ever heard any of the strikers deny 
it. In spite of the open assertions of the 
strikers to the contrary there is a bitter feel- 
ing towards the operators at Perth. This bit- 
ter feeling is increasing. Not publicly, to be 
sure, but it is liable to break out at any time, 
and if it does it is of the sort not easily to 
be put down. When not in the presence of 
strangers they mutter and growl, or many of 
them do. They have no headquarters and hold 
no meetings to discuss their affairs or the con- 
dition of the battle. There appears to be no 
weak-kneed men among them, so agitating 
meetings are pot necessary. They stay at 
home with their families much of the time. 
Fortarrately they have the good sense to keep 
away from the saloons. If any of them get 
drunk they do sosecretly and keep out of 
sight.“ 

At Brazil the situation remains like that of 
the Army of the Potomac in 1861—“ all quiet.“ 
Asmall relief fund was received from the 
Ohio miners today, but it was not enough to 
do any great amount of good. But there are no 
signs of weakening on the part of the strikera. 

Anderson Ross, a colored striker living at 
Stringtown, said he had saved a aestaig”’ 
against arainy day and, though his savings 
were small, by economy he could make it last 
until the winter was well over. 

We at Stringtown,”’ said he, have been 
looking for this atrike for a long time, and are 
in a measure prepared. Of course some.of 
them are without money and suffering, but 
there 1s no case of absolute destitution in our 
community.“ 

While Ross was talking a miner named Gil- 
more, from Cardonia, came up and said much 
the same thing. 

“The miners will never give in,“ he said. 
and I do not think there is any great danger 
of starvation.”’ 

Business Stagnant at Brazil. 

The operators and miners are not the only 
sufferers by the strike. Business in Brazil 
and in all the small towns in the country is at 

A standstill, The merchants are doing little 
if any cash business. The operators of the 
mines in the immediate vicinity of this city 
pay out $25,000 every two weeks when the 
miners are at work. For over six weeks they 
have not paid out a dollar, andin a city of 
6,000 or 7,000 inhabitants the effect of the 
withdrawal of so much money from circula- 
tion can easily be imagined. 

Traffic on the Chicago and Indiana coal

most entirely onthe mines "te its business. 
It handled, up to the time of the strike, 250 
cars of coal a day, at a rate of &i a ton. Each

WILL HANG THE NEGRO FOR BURGLARY. 


North Carolina’s Rigid Laws to Be Exe- 
cuted on Alfred Dawns. 

N. C., Dec. 14.—[Special.]— 
Alfred Dawns, colored, will be hanged here 
next Friday for burglary. On the night of 
Oct. 8 last Dawns broke into the house of 
James W. Wadsworth, a wealthy citizen of 
this place. Mr. Wadsworth, being aroused, 
endeavored to capture the negro, but 
was unable to hold him until help 
arrived. Dawns was, however, shortly 
in a yard near by. 
On his person was found a hypodermic syr- 
inge belonging to a guest at Mr. Wadsworth’s 
house. Oct. 15 he was tried before Judge 
O. P. Mears, charged with burglary in the first 
degree. At the trial no proof was given of 
any attempt to murder. Dawns was convicted 
under the State laws. which defines burglary 
committed in a dwelling house, or in a room 
used as a sleeping apartment in any 
building, to be‘in the first degree, and 
if in a dwelling house or sleeping 
apartment not actually occupied by any one 
at the time of commission, to be in the second 
degree. ‘The penalty for the first degree is 
death, and in the second degree imprisonment 
for life or for a term of years, in the discre- 
tion of the court. Oct. 22 Dawns was sen- 
tenced to be hanged Dec. .3, but appeals to 
Gov. Holt for clemency from South Carolina 
and this State obtained an extension of time 
to next Friday. 


TRIED TO MURDER FATHER SCHANTZ. 


Mrs. Rosenhauer Thinks the Confessor Was 
the Cause of the Mother's Death. 

Bautrmore, Md., Dec. 14.—[Special.|—The 
Rev. J. C. Se@hantz, assistant pastor at St. 
Alphonse Catholic Church, this city, has nar- 
rowly escaped assassination at the hands of 
Mrs. Mary Rosenhauer, a demented woman. 
She concealed herself in the confessional box 
usually occupied Saturday afternoon by 
Father Schantz, who, fortunately, owing to a 


‘sick call, did not enter the church until after 


he had been warned by Joseph Schumann, »e 
16-year-old boy, that the woman had concealed 
herself in the church with the intention of kill- 
ing him. When asearch was made she had 
disappeared. The priest had her arrested, and 
at the examination toaay stated that he at- 
tended her mother m her last illness, admin- 
istered the sacrament to her, and that after 
her death the daughter accused him of kiliing 
her. . The woman demed the charge of threat- 
ening the priest’s life, but talked in a ram- 
bling manner. The boy who warned the 

priest stated she told him that she had a 
long knife and a pistol, but the priest had put 
the devil in ber and she intended first to run 
him through with the knife, and if that did not 
settle him she would blow out his brains with 
the pistol. She made the same threats in 
conversation with several neighbors, She will 
be sent to an asylum. -

IN LINE FOR THE FAIR. | 


ENTHUSIASTIC MEETING OF NEW 
YORK MERCHANTS YESTERDAY. 


Will Ask the Legislature for an Appro- 
priation of $500,000—Influence of 150,- 
000 Firms to Be Invoked to Aid the 
Fair—Interest Growing in the World's 
‘Fair Dinner—Invitations Increased to 
100—Will Be Followed by a Subscrip- 
tion Dinner—Who the Hundred Are. 

New York, Dec. 14.— [Special. The first 
gun in favor of New York’s representation at 
the World’s Fair was fired with a bang at a 
meeting of down-town merchants held at the 
Merchants’ club this afternoon: — 

For some time past the wholesale merchants 
of this city have in a quiet way been getting a 
bill ready to present to ‘the State Legislature 
when it convenes in January. asking the State 
of New York to spend 5500000 in. mak- 
ing a fine show at the Fair and ask- 
ing for the appointment of a committee 
of representative business-men, whose 
duties it would be to say how the 
money shodld be spent. After a work of two 
or three months the committee that the mer- 
chants had appointed to frame the bill and to 
mark out a line of agitation, feeling that their 
work was far enough advanced to make it pub- 
lic, called a meeting at the Merchants’ club 
in Leonard street this afternoon. 

The meeting was largely attended by most 
of the leading business-men of the lower part 
of the city, and the ball was started rolling 
in gay fashion. Among those present 
when William L. Strong, the Chair- 
man of the committee, called the meeting to 
order were: John A. Claflin, William P. 
King, Charles 8. Smith, President of the 
Chamber of Commerce; William E, Tefft, J. 
Howard Sweetser, Cornelius N. Bliss, John 
Gibb, J. Hugh Fraley, Clarence L. Collins, 
Walter Stanton, Alfred Ray, Julius Catlin, A. 
D. Juillard, Daniel Robinson, George C. Clark, 
W. A. Pembrook, Wilham E. Webb, Arthur 
T. Sullivan, and C. H. Webb. 

They were a solid set of men and they went 
to work without much ado. William F. King. 
the Secretary, read the provisions of the bill 
that had been drawn up and which had to be 
submitted, if the meeting approved of it, to 
the State Legislature as soon as it corfvened. 

Recites the Importance of the Fair. 

The bill, after reciting the importance of 
the Fair, its value to the interests of the coun- 
try, but more particularly to the State and 
City of New York, provides that the sum of 
$500,000 shall be appropriated to the purpose 
of having the State make a considerable dis- 
play. The bill also nakes provision for the 
appointment by the Governor of a committee 
of twelve men representative of the industrial 
and agricultural interests of the State with 


power to direct the employment of this 


money. 

Aftor Mr. King had finished reading the bill 
speeches were made in favor of it by William 
L. Strong, John Claflin, John Gibb, and A. D. 
Juillard. The speakers advocated the accept- 
ance of the proposed bill, and that it be pre- 
sented to the Legislature as soon as that body 
was ready for business. A motionto that 
effect was put to the meeting and carried with 
a vim that left no doubt about the position of 
New York’s merchants on the question of the 
World’s Fair. 

William F. King stated: We should have 
no difficulty in passing this bill, Public opin- 
ion ought to be strong enough to pass it. We, 
the merchants of New York City, are not 
fighting alone. This bill affects every city 
and town in the State. There are in this 
State between 40,000 and 50,000 firms 
with 2 of $5,006 or over 
that employing from ten to 

5,000 . each. And then there are ober 
100,000 firms with ratings of $1,000 or over. 
All ‘these concerns it is the intention of the 
committee to enlist in this movement to make 
a display that the citizens of the State of New 
York will be proud of ana which the world 

will admire.”’ 

The committee having been given addi- 
tional power the meeting adjourned subject 
to the call of the Chair, 

From now until the meeting of the Legisla- 
ture agitation of the movement will be pro- 
moted. A copy of the will will be sent to 
each Assemblyman and Senator elect. It is 
the intention of the committee, which is com- 
posed of William L. Strong, John Claflin, 
John Gibb, Wiliam Tefft, J. Howard 
Sweetser, and William F. King, to arrange, 
if necessary, to have a strong influential party 
of business-men go to Albany the day the bill 
is presented. Many today were of the impres- 
sion that so strong will be the popular desire 
to have the bill passed that sending a delega. 
tion to Albany will be unnecessary. 

Interest Growing in the Dinner. 

So great is the interest felt in the dinner to 
be given the 2lst inst. at Delmonico’s that 
Messrs. Depew, Thacher, and Allen, the Na- 
tional Commissioners and the originators of 
the banquet, have decided to increase the 
number of guests from fifty, as was the origi- 
nal intention, to over 100. The dinner will be 
unique in the respect that every prominent in- 
terest in the city will be represented. It is 
intended that the occasion shall be a purely 
commercial une and every effort is being 
made to exclude the element of politics 
altogether. Republicans and Democrats will sit 
down together in harmony and devote them- 
sel vos solely to fostering the interests of the 
State of New York at the Fair. Chauncey M. 
Depew will preside. He wiil be followed in 
the order of toast responses by Thomas W. 
Palmer, who will speak of the Fair froma 
national standpoint. John Boyd Thacher of 
Albany will talk for the business end of the 
Fair as it concerns New York. W. T. Baker 
will make a similar address for Chicago. Sen- 
ator John W. Daniel of Virginia is expected to 
respond to the toast, New York’s Naval Dis. 
play in Celebration of the Landing of Colum- 
bus, It is not yet certain whether Grover 
Cleveland will speak or not. He is on the 
program. The other speakers will be Mayor 
Hugh J. Grant, Lyman J. Gage, and Luther 
Laflin Mills. 

The indications now are that a big subscrip- 
tion dinner will follow the banquet of the 
Zst. A movement to that effect is already on 
foot and the multitude of requests for invita- 
tions to the NN Commission's feast give 
assurance a dinner on a larger scale 
would be a great success. | 

It is probable that the celebration of the

Then let my brain be thoroughly examined so as 
to show whether I really have the mysterious and 
so far inexplainable power which 1 claim of 
reading minds—that is, the thoughts and ideas of 
persons. Yours truly,

He evidently wrote this letter of warning to 
the doctors after reading of the fate of Wash- 
ington Irving Bishop, all of whose facts he 
rivals.

CHINA WILL NOT EXHIBIT AT THE FAIR. 


Resentment at Our Discrimination Policy 
the Cause of This Decision. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dee. 14.—[Special. ]— 
The Chinese Empire has officially notified the 
State Department that it will take no part in 
the World's Fair. The Emperor holds that if 
his subjects are good enough to come to the 
Columbian Exposition they are good enough 
to be admitted to the United States at all 
other times. The ultimatum was de- 
livered to the State Department through 
Minister Denby Saturday. Mr. Hitch- 
cock, representing the Exposition, has 
been working hard to persuade the empire 
to take part in the Fair. At the 
final conference, recently held between the 
Commissioner and the Chinese authorities, 
the Emperor made known his position. The 
Emperor’s grounds for declining to send an 
exhibit are that the United States has dis- 
criminated against the citizens of that empire, 
and that Chinese could not come to the Expo- 
sition without being put in the humiliating at- 
titude of needing a special passport, to be 
granted by special act of Congress. No ob- 
jection is raised to Chinese merchants already 
in the United States participating in the Ex- 
position, but China ab a country refuses to 
take any part whatever in the Fair. The ve- 
sult of the Chinese negotiations has been wired 
to Director-General Davis.

HOW AN EX-CONVICT DUPED AN EN- 
TIRE CONGREGATION. 


The Central Church of Christ Entertains a 
Full-Fledged Burglar— He Becomes a 
Prominent Figure in Social Circles — 
His Suspicious Conduct in Hyde Park 
One Night Causes His Arrest—Recog- 
mized by the Police He Admits He Is 
Recently from Joliet. 

The congregation of the Central Church of 


‘Christ, Thirty-seventh street and Indiana ave- 


nue, is stirred to its depths. It is not from 
dissension nor differences of creed, but by the 
fact that the members of the church have 
been entertaining a wolf in sheep’s clothing— 
an ex-convict almost fresh from Joliet, an ex- 
perienced burglar in the full practice of his 
1 profession.” 

Within the short time since his fervent ge- 
tions and prepossessing appearance first 
brought him into notice the young man, 
whose name, as given, is William A. Bridge- 
man, has claimed to experience religion, 
joined the church, and became a prominent 
figure in the social circle composed of those 
included in the Rev. W. F. Black’s pastorate. 
He took part, it is said, in all the affairs of 
the ghurch; in the Christian Endeavor 
Society he at once became a prom- 
inent figure, and it was only last 
Sunday evening that Mr. 
from the pulpit that Brother William A. 
Bridgeman would lead the exercises of the 
Christian Endeavor Society next Thursday 
evening. But Mr. Bridgeman will not do 
anything of the kind. He will either be in the 
Hyde Park Police Station or the County Jail, 
for he has been recognized and has confessed 
that barely two months ago he left the Joliet 
Penitentiary after serving seven years for 
burglary. 

Left Joliet Ten Weeks Ago. 

Scarcely ten weeks have elapsed since 
Bridgeman changed his black and yellow 
stripes for a civilian’s suit, but in that time he 
has not been idle. He had been out of the 
penitentiary less than a month when he at- 
tracted notice in the church at Thirty-seventh 
street and Indiana avenue, and six weeks ago 
he professed religion and commenced to take 
a leading part in the church services. No 
voice so melodious as his, no hymns were 
sung as clear as those which he led. 
His face was always clean-shaven and de- 
cidedly clerical-looking. He was reteived 


“into the best families. Especially was Bridge- 


man a favorite of the young women in that 
flock. No party or social gathering of mem- 
bers of the congregation was complete with- 
out him. His counsel was always sought. 

Two weeks ago Bridgeman made an ad- 
dress in the meeting of the Christian En- 
dea vor Society on the Development of the 
Christian Character.“ He was no novice at 
making a speech, and his words seemed both 
earnest and eloquent. Bridgeman also be- 
came attentive to a young woman, a momber 
of the congregation, and gossips had already 
begun to whisper of a possible wedding at a 
not far distant day. 

All Bridgeman’s plans have been frustrated, 
however, and it will be necessary to choose 
another leader for the Christian Endeavor 
Society of the Central Church of Christ. 
The exposure came about in this way: 

Last Thursday evening the women of 
the church gave a bazaar. Bridgeman 
was there, Early in the evening 
Bridgeman disappeared mysteriously. At 
11:30 o’clock Officer Brundage of Hyde Park 
noticed him coming out from between two 


‘houses on Madison avenue, near Fifty-third 
street. He looked Bridgeman squarely in the 
fade and let him pass 
later he saw him in a yard on Greenwaod. 


on: wenty minutes 
avenue. He placed him under arrest and took 
him to the patrol-box. There he called up 
Sergt. Lavin, who ordered him to take his 
prisoner into the station. While they were 
taking him up to Lieut. O’Neill’s room they 
noticed that Bridgeman threw something out 
of the window. A search was made and a 
large bunch of skeleton keys was found out 
in the yard. He was given a hearing by 
Justice Porter the next morning and his case 
continued until yesterday morning. 
Bridgeman claimed he had brought @ young 
woman home from the entertainment and did 


not wish to divulge her name. He left a cash de- 


posit to secure his appearance in court yester- 
day morning, and Sunday was at church as 
usual. Bridgeman had left a card at the sta- 
tion that referred to him as an upholsterer 
doing business at No. 394 Forty-third street, 
opposite the Storey mansion. He also said 
that he roomed on the southeast corner of 
Cottage Grove avenue and Thirty-fifth street. 
and that his roommate was the Rev. J. Selzer. 
His Story Proves False. 

Both places were visited. No such person 
had ever been known where he claimed to 
have roomed. On Forty-third street at the 
number given by him an office was found with 
an old chair and table that could be bought at 
a second-hand store for less than $3. Inspector 
Hunt was satisfied that the man was a crook 
and yesterday morning cross-examined him 
sharply. Bridgeman still clung to his old story 
of having brought a young woman out from 
the church bazaar on the night of his arrest. 

„Well,“ said the Inspector, if you will go 
with an officer to where the young woman 
lives then I will ask to have you dismissed.”’ 

„All right,” said Bridgeman, “I'll do so in 


the afternoon.” 


Accordingly Officer Mullen was sent out 
with him. After walking the officer around 
about a dozen bkcks Bridgeman said he 

he wouldn’t disclose the young lady’s 


identity. So he was taken back to the sta- 


tion. 
In the meantime Officer Andy Rowen of the 


Central had been sent for. Officer Rowen in- 
stantly recognized Bridgeman as a burglar he 
had assisted in sending to Joliet seven years 
ago. Bridgeman then weakened and acknowl- 
edged his true colors. It was learned later 
that he had made his headquarters at Harry 
Fox’s saloon, Thirty-fifth and State streets. 
His office on Forty-third street is regarded as 
a blind. . Bridgeman will be given another 
hearing by Justice Porter this morning. 

The Rev. William F. Black, pastor of the 
Central Church of Christ, was seen at his home 
at No. 3548 Prairie avenue last night in refer- 
ence to Bndgeman. 

„I can only say I am shocked beyond meas- 
ure, said he. I never could have believed 
it if the facts were not so convincing. 
Bridgeman’s conduct since he united with my 
church has been above reproach. But now I 
see he was only a wolf in sheep’s clothing. 
The church has been duped by him, and the 
less said about it the better.“ 

At. roll-call last night Bridgeman was 
brought from his cell to be shown to the offi- 
cers. He smiled complacently and said: 
Boys, I’ve been there before.”

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BEATS THE WORLD FOR RAPID FIRING. 


Maxim's Remarkable Gun Surpassed by a 
Recent American Invention. 


The Winchester Repeating Arms company has 
for several months been experimenting with a 
machine-gun remarkable for the rapidity with 
which it may be fired. At a recent test made 
at the factory 900 shots were fired by the gun 
in one minute, only one barrel being 
used. The fastest record yet made 
by the . Maxim gun is 750 shots 
a-minute from one barrel. The Gatling has 
never been fired. at a greater rate than 800 
shote a minute when operated by hand, and, 
besides, the Gatling gun has six barrels, 
The new arm is the invention of the 
Browning Bros. of Ogden, Utah. About 
five years ago the Winchester company, it is 
said, paid the Brownings $10,000 for patents 
on the three guns known as the single shot, 
the model 86, and the repeating shotgun. The 
Winchester’s latest acquisition is jeal- 
ously guarded, and but a few 
trusted employés are allowed to see it. 
‘There is said to be one difficulty, not a me- 
chanical one, which the company will find 
hard to overcome, and that is in extracting 
the cartridge from the magazine or belt. The 
Maxim Machine Gun company has patented 
the principle of taking the cartridge out of 
the pockets by their heads. The company 
holds patents on this principle in every coun- 
try in the world where patents are 
granted. This principle, which is the 
only practicable method yet devised, 
would be found hard to evade. The model 
now used is of torty-five caliber, and was made 
more to illustrate the mechanical congtruction 
of the piece than as a practical flrearm.

If some such 
system is not adopted one department will get 
proportionately too much and another too 
little, and the total sum appropriated may be 
in excess of the revenues. 

Ofcourse great power would be given to 
the Committee on Appropriations if all the 
money bills were to go to it. The charge was 
made that Mr. Randall when Chairman of 
that committee abused his power. Neverthe- 
less, in the interests of economy and to se- 
cure a good management of the finances, the 
change should be made. 


THE RULES OF THE LAST HOUSE. 

A local Democratic paper is happy because 
the new House of Representatives has adopted 
temporarily the rules of the Fiftieth Congress, 
and not those of the infamous Fifty-first.”’ 
Then it goes on to prattle in this pleasing 
strain: 

Thisis the initial step inthe movement to 
destroy the rules of violence by which Czar Keed 
overthrew popular representation in the House 
and his party at the polls. Let nothing stand in 
the way of this reform! The House should be 
Americanized at the earliest possible moment. 
It is a poor Democrat who talks about perpetuat- 
ing an infamy in order that its original perpetra- 
tors may be punished. 

It is quite likely that the Committee on 
Rules just appointed by Speaker Crisp will 
not recommend the adoption of all the 
changes made by the last Congress. It will 
not be necessary to make provision for count- 
ing a quorum. As there are but a little over 
eighty Republicans, all told, it will not be in 
their power, if they wished to do so, to break 
up a quorum, either by running away or re- 
fusing to answer to their names when present. 
But if the Democrats choose to readopt the 
rules of four years ago they do so knowing 
that it has become impossible to do business 
under them if a handful of obstructionists 
choose to stop proceedings. 

As the amount of work to be done by the 
House increases in quantity and complexity 

the rules have to be made, more rigid. Such 
changes have been made at various times in 
its history, to be greeted with fierce protests 
at first and afterwards to be accepted as nec- 
essary. Just prior to the commencement of 
the war of 1812 it became necessary for 
Speaker Varnum to rule that the previous 
question cut off all debate, whick had not been 
the old practice. But for that ruling certain 
necessary legislation would have been talked 
to death. There was a great outcry by the 
minority. It was said that popular repre- 
sentation had been overthrown and that free 
government was at an end. The then Speaker 
was not called a Czar but he was denounced 
as a tyrant and a despot, yet it was not long 
before all parties acquiesced in the new con- 
struction. 

Se will it be before long with the changes 
made by the infamous Fifty-first Congress, 
and if at any subsequent time the Democrats 
should find that they controlled the House by 
a majority of only one or two, they would 
take no chances and would adopt unhesi- 
tatingly the quorum-counting rule of the last 
Congress. This talk about the rules of vi- 
olehce”’ was well enough for a campaign cry, 
but it is out of place when party exigencies 
cease to demand its use. It ought to be un- 
derstood that as big a body as the House, 
legislating for this great country and ita 
varied interests, must have strict rules if any- 
thing is to be done beyond passing private 
claims bills. It must have strict rules if the 
party in power is to be permitted to embody 
its policy in legislation. 


THE DRAINAGE CHANNEL PROCRASTI- 
NATORS BEGIN OPERATIONS. 

At the meeting of the Sanitary District 
Trustees Saturday, President Wenter began 
laying down his program and that of his as- 
sociates. He said: 

With the firm conviction and determination 
that actual work must be commenced without the 
least unnecessary delays, I wish to recommend to 
this board that the right of way at the lower end 
of the proposed channel which runs through the 
rock, or at least four or five miles, be secured at 
once. make it possible to begin exca- 
vations before July next. This view seems en- 
tirely in conformity with the opinions and recom- 
mendations of all the engineers who have so far 
been connected with this board in an official ca- 
pacity. It is evident that the portion of the route 
running through the rock will be the most diffi- 
cult to work and its completion will consume 
more time than the other section, and should 
therefore be first commenced. 


This means the abandonment of the route 
already laid ont—and voted for by Mr. Wen- 
ter—between Chicago and Summit, and of the 
channel for the drainage of the East Fork of 
the South Branch and for the disposal of the 
sewage of the packing-houses, with a conse- 
quent special assessment on the Stock-Yards 
company. Instead of throwmg overboard di- 
rectly, and at once, the northern part of the 
route the majority of the board prefers to do 
it by indirection and by beginning operations 
at the southern end. 

It the board indorses the recommendation 
of its President the deposits in the hands of 
the banks will be preserved from sudden 
wasting. For such is the condition of the Wiil 
County Court, with its single Judge, that con- 
demnation proceedings can hardly be com- 
pleted during the coming year. Far from its 
being possible to begin excavating before July 
next, as Mr. Wenter says, it will be out of the 
question to take out a yard of rock until thie 
spring of 1893.

By starting in near Joliet with a channel 160 
feet wide at the bottom and with a water 
depth of eighteen feet Mr. Cooley hopes to 
commit the district irrevocably to a channel 
of that size and depth all the way to Chicago 
and to head off any attempts at a modification 
of the law. Mr. Cooley has also a fantastic 
hope that if in the course of time the Chicago 


district can show to Congress a cafion in the 


limestone rock near Joliet a mile or so in 
length that its members will with delirious 
unanimity vote fifty or sixty millions to im- 
prove the navigation of the cataracts and 
rapids of the Illinois. He will be disabused 
of that hope in time, but the disillusioning 
will cost the taxpayers of this city several 
millions, Visionary engineers are luxuries 
which come high, 

If Mr. Cooley has his way and the work of 
removing rock in an alleged dry channel is 


attempted near Joliet the result will be that 


in due time this sanitary district will run out 
of money and will have nothing to show for 
its expenses except a hole in the rock a few 
miles in length, which will be neither orna- 
mental nor useful. The money being gone, 
nothing accomplished, and the taxpayers sick 
of the job, the people will clamor for a repeal 
of the law and the Legisigture will comply 
with their demand. 


SCARCITY OF CARS. 
The statistics furnished in Poor's Manual 


throw light on the vexed question of the pres- 
ent freight blockade on the railroads and indi- 
cate the true reason why cars are scarce. The 
foliowing figures show for each of four years 
past the mileage in the United States, the 
number of tons of freight carried a millior 
miles, and the number of freight cars per 
forming the service: 


| The ) figures for 1890 compared with those for 
1889 show that while the mileage ” rerease d 3 
per cent and the business 15 per cent the uum- 


ber of cars increased only 1 per cent. Com- 


pared with 1887 the business of last year was 
30 per cent greater, while the number of cars 
was only 15 per cent larger in 1890. On the 
supposition that five years ago the rolling 
stock of the lines was not much in excess of 
the requirements, we must conclude that the 
transportation facilities were about taxed to 
their utmost to perform the service demanded 
last year, and it naturally follows that they 
are unable to handle the greatly augmented 
volume of freight offered on the abundant 
crops of this summer and autumn. In 
that time there has not been any consid- 
erable gain in the size of the average 
freight car, and apparently no disproportion- 
ate increase in the number of locomotives, 
since the latter are also scarce, and it is re- 
ported that numerous trains have been side- 
tracked for many days in succession during 
the present rush simply for want. of engines 
to draw them away. As previously intimated 
in Taz Tun, the difficulty is intensified 
by the fact that leading lines, both Eastern 
and Western, now refuse to allow their cars 
to run on connecting roads, which makes it 
necessary to transship vast quantities of 
freight which under ordinary conditions 
would go through on long distances with the 
minimum of delay at junction points. 

The failure to keep paca with the demand 
for rollmg stock may be variously assigned, 
but doubtless the principal one has been the 
desire to economize in every possible way to 
meet the growing tendency to smaller revenue 
for the same amouni’ of service. Tracks have 
to be replaced when worn out, because other- 
wise the road couid not do business at all, but 
the providing of cars is another matter which 
may be left to a change in conditions if that 
should evercome. There is now less disposi- 
tion than formerly to expect great departures 
from established usages and business averages. 
The country is filled up more, with apparently 
less room for further development of its re- 
sources, and any such pressure as was ex- 
perienced two years ago this winter is re- 
garded as not likely to occur again. The 
roads then were utterly unable to supply the 
demand for cars with which to move the grain 
crops of the Mississippi Valley, but they had 
no time to provide a large accession of roll- 
ing stock before that pressure was over, and 
when it had passed they saw no necessity for 
providing against a recurrence which might 
not come for many years in the future, if at 
all. It may be said that the apprehension of 
interference by legislation tends to prevent 
expansion of facilities for transportation, 
though whether the managers have real cause 
to fear unjust action ty the lawmakers and 
expounders is another matter. But there can 
be no question that in the last few years the 
railroads have fallen back in their measure of 
ability to meet pressing demands for freight 
transportation. 


WHY SHEEP-RAISING IN MASSACHUSETTS 
DWINDLED. 

At the recent meeting of the Massachusetts 
State Board of Agriculture a paper ‘was read 
on the subject of sheep husbandry in that 
State. It was written by Mr. James S. Grin- 
nell, one of the best informed men on that 
question in Massachusetts. 

From the statistics presented by him it ap- 
pears that in 1838 there were 384,000 sheep in 
the State. In 1845 there were 354, 000. In 
1890 there were 45,000, In 1838 the total value 
of sheep and wool was $1,116,000, In 1888 it was 
$295,000. In 1838 mutton was but little eaten. 
Today it is an important article of food. The 
number of sheep is today one-eighth of what 
it was fifty-three years ago, in spite of the fact 
that the sweet pasturage of the New England 
hills and the pure water adapt that section for 
sheep-raising. 

Mr. Grinnell did not, like the Ohio ram- 
raisers, say that this falling off in the number 
of sheep was due to low duties on foreign 
wools and a failure to prohibit the importa- 
tion of cheap, coarse mixing wools. He could 
not say it, for at that time, when there was the 
greatest number of sheep in Massachusetts 
and for many years thereafter, carpet wools 


wore let in free and the duties on the better 


grades were not high. 

On the contrary, he pointed out that West- 
ern competition was the great cause of the 
decline. It became unprofitable to raise sheep 
in Massachusetts after the extension of the 
railroads, and the lowering of freight rates ena- 
bled the West to inundate the East not merely 
with cheaper wool but cheaper mutton. In 
1890 the total number of hve sheep sent to 
Boston to be slaughtered was 483,545, of which 


4 370,067 came from the West, 88,313 from 


Canada, and 6,181 from Massachusetts. Two- 
thirds of the value of a sheep ought to be in 
the mutton and only one-third in the wool. 
The Massachusetts sheep-raisers. were unable 
to compete with the West either in mutton or 
in wool. And finally Mr. Grinnell said that 


 TAMMANY’S NATIONAL MENACE,

York Herald (Dem. ) brings the intelligence 
that Mr. Stahinecker, who represents a dis- 
trict in the suburbs of New York City, after 
voting for Mills in the caucus twenty-nine 
times was forced to vote for Crisp by Tam- 
many’s Police Commissioner, Martin, who 
threatened him with the loss of his police pat- 
ronage if he voted otherwise.

Iceman Tenner, now Doorkeeper of 
the House, who first made his appear- 
ance proininently in politics by running 
against Lispenard Stewart for the New 
York Assembly, has about 150 places at his 
disposal. He has not yet dared to make a 
single appointment, having been notified by 
Tammany Boss Croker to leave for New York 
at once and consult with him in the matter of 
providing places for the Tammany gang. He 
promptly obeyed the order, and was followed 
to that city by a crowd of the Tammany heel. 
ers who had been in Washington helping to 
organize the Democratic House. He will be 
coached in the division of the spoils during his 


brief stay at home while he ostensibly is pack- 


ing his effects and starting his family for 
Washington, and when he returns he will 
make the division in the interests of Tam- 
many, or the tiger will know the reason why. 

The dreibund which is conducting the cam- 
paign of Tammany is composed of Senator 
Gorman, Senator-Governor Hill, and Senator 
Calvin $ Brice. These three conspirators had 
more to do with the election of Crisp and the 
organization of the House than all other 
agencies combined. ‘They were. the bosses 
behind the scenes who pulled the strings. 
They are now engaged in a combine to locate 
the Democratic convention. The Washington 
correspondent of the St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat telegraphs his paper that they are first 
and foremost in favor of New York and that 
Cincinnati is their second choice. The motive 
behind their conspiracy lies on the surface. 
If they can locate the convention in New York 
it will be dominated from first to last by 
Tammany Hall. If they fail to get it there 
and can secure Cincinnati, McLean’s two 
papers will manipulate public sentiment in 
their interests. They propose to nominate 
the next President. The deal between them 
is thus reported: 

Gorman and Hill, it ‘is understood, have an un- 
derstanding. Hillis to have the delegation from 
the State of New York back of him in the next 
convention, but if the country outside shows a 
disposition to refuse or to accede to Hill’s nom- 
ination Gorman is to be brought out, and Hill at 
the proper time is to transfer to him the vote of 
the State of New York: This, from all accounts, 
is the deal between these two eminent puliticians. 
Both are utterly opposed to Cleveland, and Tam- 
many men herein Washington now tell with glee 
how successfully Gorman and Tammany have 
been humbugging Cleveland for the last six 
months. They declare that Cleveland and his 
friends wre convinced that Tammany and Gor- 
man were ready to support the ex-President, and 
that his nomination next year would be easy. 
Now that they have organized the House, how- 
ever, they have thrown off the mask and are will- 
ing to fight Cleveland in the open. 

Tammany has organized the House, It now 
proposes to control the convention and dic- 
tate the nomination. It is stealing the Legis- 
lature of New York for that purpose. It is 
not enough to control New York City. It 
must control the State, and upon its assump- 
tion that New York isa pivotal State it has 
good reason to believe that its next step will 
be in the direction of national control. Thus 
the National Democratic party, if these 
schemes materialize, will become the Tam- 
many Democratic party, with uo higher pur- 
pose than raiding the public money and di- 
viding spoils, The party will pass under 
the control of an organized band of thieves 
and public plunderers. The tiger already has 
sprung from the City Hall in New York to the 
State Capitol at Albany. Its next spring will 
be to the National Capitol at Washington. 
Such is the situation as it looks at present. It 
may not be accomplished without a fight in- 
side the party. In any event it will arouse 
Republicans to the danger which confronts 
the country. 


THE PACIFIC RAILROADS AND THE NIC- 
ARAGUA CANAL. 

Mr. Creed Haymond of California was in 
the city Sunday, and in a conversation with a 
reporter expressed the followmg sentiments 
regarding the Nicaragua Canal: 

If the Nicaragua Canal is ever completed Chi- 
cago is going to lose a large share of its present 
trade with Washington and Oregon. and nearly 
all the trade with California, Nevada, Arizona, 
New Mexico, Texas, and old Mexico. Where will 


that trade go? To New York. Ifthe Nicaragua 


Canal is completed it will place New York within 
1,000 miles, say, of San Francisco, counting on a 
basis of freight charges. New York would put on 
a line of steamers to San Francisco which could 
carry freight through the canal. What does the 
trade with the South American republics amount 
to when compared tothe trade with the great 
Southwest and the Pacific coast? 
These are strange remarks to come from a 
Californian, for naturally every resident of 
the west coast should be in favor of the 
prompt construction of the Nicaragua Canal. 
It would increase the trade of that section and 
in case of war would enable the nation to de- 
fend it more easily. But when it is stated 
that Mr. Haymond is the attorney fur. the 
Southern Pacific railroad, it is easy to under- 
stand why he should seek to prejudice Chi- 
against a great national work. The 
proposed canal would form a new trade route 
which would be a powerful competitor of the 
Southern and other Pacific railways if they 
attempted to force their freight rates up be- 
yond a certain point. 
The business-men of Chicago have not the 
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They have tried that game in the past. If 


they attempt it again they will find that there | 


the Nicaragua Canal because they believe it 
will benefit not merely the country asa whole, 
but that part of it in which they live, and they 
cannot be talked out of that belief, least of 
all by the representative of a Pacific road. 
They have had some experience with those 


corporations and have reached the conzlusion 


that whatever they oppose should be done and 
whatever they favor should not be done. 


THE MUGWUMPS DISGRUNTLED. 

Those queer birds, the mugwumps, have be- 
come disgruntled over recent events in New 
York and Washington. They profess to see 
in these events indications that their idol, the 
Stuffed Prophet, has lost his hold upon the 
Democratic party, and that their cause is a 
lost cause, They observe with something like 
consternation that the Crisp organs have 


‘unanimously and enthusiastically relegated 


them to the rear, and that Tammapy is de- 
termined the regular unterrified Democracy 
shall take chatge of the machine and run 
things to suit itself. Harper’s Weekly, the 
organ of mugwumpism, even before the elec- 
tion Of Crisp had been announced, issued a 
tale of woe which runs as follows: 

In the preliminary discussions of the Speaker- 
ship there have been constant allusions to pro- 
tection Democrate—a phrase which should seem 
to be as extraordinary now as oe Repub- 
licans would have been thirty years 
Among Democrats there is a 4 8. 
sentiment, but it is far from unanimous. 

But although the Electoral vote of New Vork is 
indispensable for the Democrats, and although 
they carried the State by a large majority, and 
although Mr. Cleveland and his Democratic 
friends took an active part in the campaign. 
the résult confirmed the power of the Demo- 
cratic faction which is most hostile to Mr. 
Cleveland, and which controls the party or- 
ganization. 3 There will be no abate- 
ment of the ardor of factional _ strife, 
and when the decisive moment of the nomination 
arrives, it may appear tothe party leaders that 
Mr. Cleveland’s nomination might lose the vote of 
the State of New York, as it was lost in 
1888. But notwithstanding the preference 
for Mr. Cleveland by the progressive and intelli- 
gent sentiment of the party, and his acceptability 
to independent voters because of his views of 
tariff reform, civil-service reform, and the cur- 
rency, and notwithstanding the fact that he is 
what may be called the logical candidate of his 
party, it isnot clear that his nomination may not 
be defeated by the situation in New York, unless 
the demand for it from the rest of the country 
should be resistless. 

In the bitterness of its grief, the Weekly 
even goes so far as to say that should Hill fail 
in his purpose “ it would fare very hard with 
any New-Yorker who should secure the prize, 
especially if upon a previous occasion the 
other New-Yorker had been defeated as a 
Presidential: candidate while the Governor, 
then as now the party leader in the State, had 
been elected. From another branch of the 
mugwump tree, the Springfield (Mass.) Re- 
publican sings a plaintive ditty about the hope- 
lessness of the cause now that Tammany has 
taken control of the party, and on still an- 
other, the Boston Herald pipes up a little 
threnody: 

Possibly the election of Mr. Crisp to the Speak- 
ership may be an indication that Gov. Hill has suf- 
ficient personal influence to prevent the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Cleveland; but in that event it seems 
to us that the only conclusion arrived at will be 
the necessity of seeking a third man as a candi- 
date, and of entering into tho battle ander condi- 
tions far less favorable for success than would be 
the case if Mr. Cleveland was nominated. 

Reports from all the service stations of the 
mugwumps unite in predicting an area of low 
thermometer for Cleveland. They recognize 
that the game is up and are uncertain which 
way toturn. They have had their little day 
of preferment in the Democratic camp, but 
now they have been thrown out of it neck 
and heels and left to skirmish for themselves. 
Apparently they will have to flock by them- 
selves and join the new party now being or- 
ganized by the Committee of Seven in Massa- 
chusetts. Meanwhile, in their present 
wretched plight there is ample inducement for 
them to consider what they have gained dur- 
ing the last eight years by deserting the Re- 
publican party and consorting with spoilsmen 
ang practical politicians. Let them gaze upon 
their bedraggled reforms and see the result. 
The wisest thing for them to do would be to 
come home again, and no questions would be 
asked. But in their present obstinate frame 
of mind they will probably prefer to appear 
as a new party in 1892, stand up* and be 
counted, and then disappear from politics 
altogether. 


Mromazgt Davrrr has a hard fight before 
him in Waterford. Outside of Dublin it is 
the most strongly Redmondite constituency 
in Ireland. The brewers and whisky dealers 
of the place—a numerous and ‘politically in- 
fluential combination—will be solid for Red- 
mond, as Davitt is a strong advocate of tem- 
perance and local option. The next most in- 
fluential class—the hog-buyers and bugchers— 
also appear to be on the side of Redmond. 
Davitt will have to depend on the conserva- 
tive voters of the city and on the seamen who 
belong to his labor federation. The fight will 
be more bitter than that at Cork. The con- 
stituency is small. The registration is a little 
over 4,000 voters and probably not over 3,000 
will go to the polls, and Davitt’s majority will 
be small. The election will be the closest in 
Ireland since the deposition of Mr. Parnell. 
Perhaps Davitt is the only man who could 
win the seat against Redmond. The Tories, 
numbering about 300, will doubtless vote for 
Redmond, as some of their brethren did at 
Cork. The late member for Waterford was a 
Parnellite, who was, however, on friendly 
terms with the anti-Parnellites, who had con- 
cluded not to oppose his reélection. They 
therefore paid no attention to the registry, 
which is now favorable to Redmond,

WAS PIUS IX. A FREEMASON? 


A Mach Mooted Question Is Again Being 
Bitterly Discussed in France. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. | 

Pants, Dec. 14—The question raised by 
M. Floquet, “Was Pius IX. a Freemason?” 
has caused an extraordinary hubbub. The 
leading Catholic organs declare that the report 
started\with the French and Italian Freema- 
sons whd, as Freemasons, were excommuni- 
cated by his Holiness. 

There exists, however, a document purport- 
ing to be a Masonic diploma given by the Pa- 
lermo Lodge in August, 1839, to Giovanni 
Mastai Ferretti, who afterwards became Pius 
1X. An obscure Masonic journal also pub- 
lished in 1874 the decision of the Grand Lodge 
of Freemasons, according to the Scotch rite, 
of che Orient of Palermo expelling Pius IX. 
from the orderfor having excommunicated 
his former brethrem 

The authenticity of these documents has 
been energetically contested by the late M. 
Coubet, formerly Cmef of the Municipal Po- 
lice of Paris, who, in his lifetime, was one of 
the dignitaries of the Grand Orient of France. 
M. Coubet notices that in 1865 another doc- 
ument was circulated in which it was specitied 
that Pius IX., while traveling in North Amer- 
ica as legate of the then Pope, was enrolled a 
member of the Philadelphia Grand Lodge.“ 
The Master and Secretary of this lodge, how- 
ever, having been rn to regarding thi 
statement, affirm that the name Mast 
Ferretti did not a in their books, bu 
that one. Martin Ferretty had been ad- 
mitted to membership in . branch of the 
lodge in Cuba in the year 1819. 

M. Coubet shows conclusively by facts 
and dates that Pius IX. never belonged to the 
Brotherhood of the Mystic Tie. 


MISS ST. JOHN LOSES HER CASE, 


A Hard-Hearted Jury Refases Her Appli- 
cation for an Absolute Divorce. 

Loxpow, Dec. 14.—Miss St. John has lost 
her divorce case, the jury deciding against her 
today. The first witness called was a Mrs. 
Medland, who testified she had seen Mr. Marius 
drinking and that his conduct frightened her. 
Then Arthur Cohen was called. He walked 
jauntily to the witness-box and after the oath 
was administered he, in reponse to counsel’s

FRANCE AND BULGARIA AT OUTS, 


Charge d’Affaires Lanel Withdraws from 


Sofia When His Demand Is Kefuased. 

Soria, Dec. 14.—The French diplomatic 
agent here has broken off his relations with 
the Bulgarian authorities on account of their 
refusal to accede to the demand of France 
that a journalist named Chadonine, who was 
recently expelled from the country, be al- 
lowed to return, The French Chargé d’Af- 
faires, M. Lanel, in a note to the Bulgarian 
Government protested against the expulsion 
of the journalist as a flagrant and premeditat- 
ed violation of existing treaties. 

In reply the Bulgarian Government sent a 
note saying that Chadonine had been systemat- 
ically sending to the French press calumnious 
stories about Bulgaria; that he had twice be- 
fore been threatened with expulsion but dis- 
regarded the warning, and had continued to 
throw discredit upon Bulgaria abroad and to 
cause trouble within the country; that the ex- 
pulsion of Chadonine was not a violation of 
treaties, inasmuch as there was no one in ex- 
istence that applied to foreigners who interfered 
in the internal politics of Bulgaria, and finally 
that the Bulgarian Government was unable to 
rescind the order of expulsion, but hopédd that 
the incident would not disturb the good rela- 
tions existing between Bulgaria and France. 
Immediately upon receiving the government’s 
reply M. Lanel verbally announced that he 
had received instructions from the French 
Government to sever diplomatic relations 
with Bulgaria. 

The event has caused great uneasiness in 
political circles. 


BROUGAT THE POPE INTO COURT. 


The Head of the Roman Catholic Church 
Fighting for a Handsome Legacy. 
[SPECIAL CABLE.] 

Parts, Dec. 14.—Wednesday there will be 
commenced before the Civil Tribunal of 
Montdidier a case of unique interest. It will 
show his Holiness, Pope Leo XIII., summoned 
before the smallest tribunal in the French 
Republic and defending his interest in a 
legacy. July 4 last year there died at the 
Chateau de Moreuil Mme. de Pastoret. Mar- 
quise du Plessia Belliere, leaving a fortune of 
10,000,000 francs, part of which consisted of 
the famous Chateau de Moreuil, renowned for 
its marvelous park, buildings, and collections. 
By will the Marquise left Pope Leo XIII. heir 
to the entire property, providing that if for 
any reason he did not receive the gift it was 
to go to Cardinal Rampolla, or faili both 
to the Cardinal Count Alphonse de Colbert 
Turgis. The will states: 

Thirty years ago I expressed to his Holiness 
Pope Pius IX. my intention and desire to make 
him my heir. Ihere declare my absolute will to 
be that all property of which I may died pos- 
sessed shall become the property of the Pope liv- 
ing at the time of my death. 

The natural heirs of the Marquise are des- 
perately contesting the validity of the will, 
and have raised questions of the highest inter- 
est concerning international rights and the 
temporal or spiritual powers of the Pope. 
They urge that this legacy was made to the 
Papal State and not to the Pope, and as such 
it is illegal under the French laws. The Pope 
will fight for the property, and has retained 
Lawyer Hemar of Paris to represent him. 
The heirs have a long array of legal talent, 
headed by M. Dacraigne.

All France Amazed at the Result of the 
Vatican’s Advice to the Clergy.

Pants, Dec. 14.—The silence which the 
French Bishops have maintained since the 
question of the sepuration of Church and 
State in France was raised has caused much 
amazement in political circles and greatly 
disconcerted the Radicals. It was expected 
that the recent prosecution of the Archbishop 
of Aix would have led the clergy to take some 
rash and fcolish steps. But they seem to have 
discounted events and are acting with re- 
markable coolness. 

This is, of course, largely due to the circular 
which the Pope has addressed to the French 
Prelates, enjoinimg them to refrain from com- 
ment on the action of the government and cen- 
suring anti-ministerial utterances, In this let- 
ter Leo XIII. has given one more proof of bis 
deep political sagacity and shown his fidelity 
to the traditions of the Catholic Church, 
which has always loved to be on the side of the 
strongest. The members of the Triple Alli- 
ance have been considerably surprised by the 
firmness of the position adopted by the Vati- 
can. It was supposed that the Pope would 
have taken up an attitude distinctly hostile to 
France.

Cana- 
dians generally are proud of their status as 
British subjects and do not want wnrestrict- 
ed reciprocity if it is to involve a change in 
their nationality or could only be ob- 
tained on terms to which they could 
not honorably agree. They do not 
want it at the expense of

We are as much attached to our nation as 
the people of the United States are to theirs.

As no 
commercial or other material advantages, real 
or supposed, would induce the people of the 
United States tochange their allegiance, so 
neither will the prospect of some material ad- 
vantage induce Canadians to change their al- 
legiance to ‘the Empire. 

Basis of the Liberal Belief. 
Liberals do not see that unrestricted rec- 
iprocity would have any such effect. They 
believe that with unchanged political relations 
unrestricted reciprocity would, on the 
whole, be a good thing, for our farm- 
ers ially, and through them for 
the whole community.

“Again, the aspiration of Canadians is for 
an independent Canada in case of this coun- 
try ceasing to be part of the British 
Empire. Our territory is as large as 
the United States, or perhaps some- 
what larger, with immense. resources for 
the purposes of agriculture and commerce. 
Two-thirds of the wheat area of North Amer- 
ica isin Canada, and United States statisti- 
cians are calculating that the time is not far 
distant when their country will cease to be ex- 
porters of wheat and will be compelled to im- 
port for home consumption. We have prob- 
ably the finest forests richest 
fisheries in the world, We have coal and iron 
and copper and silver and gold and nickel. 
Our climate is especially ada for the de- 
velopment of an active and hardy population. 
Canada has thus ample niaterials for bec»m- 
ing a nation; and there is ample room on the 
North Anierican Continent for two great na- 
tions. ; 

The unfriendly feeling toward our nation 
on the part of the people of the United States 
presents one of the-most powerful objections 
of most Canadians to political union with 
them. For myself it is with the deep- 
est regret that 1 have noticed 
from time to time so many proofs of 
this unfriendly feeling. The proofs ure to be 
found in the school books which are in use; 
in the Fourth of July orations; in the tone of 
the newspapers and their European dispatches ; 
in the diplomatic documents; in the election 
cries; in the speeches of public men in the 
Federal and State Legislatures and elsewhere ; 
and in mary other ways.

WHAT THE ALLIANCE PEOPLE WANT. 
Senator Peffer States the Object of the Party 
to Which He Relongs. 

Wasnineron, D. Gj, Dec. 14,—[Special. |— 
Senator Peffer has outlined at great leugth the 
program of the Alliance Senators. He counts 
Irby of South Carolina as one of the party 
along with Kyle, but Irby is expected to go 
into the Democratic caucua.

body knows, said Senator Peffer, but we 
are going to do our best in any direction 
which promises good results. We want to put 
a stop to the great power national banks now 
have—the money issuing power; we desire to 
amend our naturalization laws; we expect to 
assist in modifying tariff schedules in the in- 
terest of farmers and laborers; we shall en- 
deavor to create a growth of sentiment favor- 
able to the election of Senators, also the Pres- 
ident, by the direct vote of the people; and 
personally I am going to do my utmost on 
pension matters that seem to me to need at- 
tention. As to pensions, I have two objects in 
view—the reduction of the working expenses 
of the bureau and the doing of full justice to 
the soldier. 

“In immigration matters, I have long be- 
lieved that we ought not to permit any per- 
sons to come to this country as laborers in 
— 1 unless they intend in 
faith to-become citizens. We want to keep 
out paupers and criminals, of course, and it 
has seemed to me that the easiest, the cheap- 
ng — the most satisfactory way would be 
to have the examination as to the desirability 
— place at the home of the emigrant him- 
self. 

“Then we are going to be interested in 
finance. We believe there is not enough 
money in the country available for the 
people’s use and we believe that in large 
measure our industrial depression during late 
years was caused by that condition; hence 


‘| we favor any feasible plan by which the 


volume of money may be increased. We 
favor the free coinage of silver, we believe in 
tting the two metals on an equality. A 
part of the money now in the country 
is idle because interest tates are too high for 
the oe to pay. A great many enterprises 
are in abeyance and some have been wholly 
abandoned because the promoters cannot 
afford to pay the interest rates demanded, 
Facts like these logically force the mind into 
effort—searching out remedies—and the land 
joan and Subtreasury plans are the first fruits 
in the way of suggestion. They will probably 
be greatly improved by coutinued thought, 
just us a machine is improved by experiment, 
and by closer study of mechanical laws. 
„ ‘Gevernment Control of Railways. 


“Reform in transportation is necessary. 
We believe all the transportetion interests of 
the country should be brought under one 
head. We have now more thau twelve differ- 
ent railroad lines, all under separate and dis- 
tinct managements and conflicting interests, 
living off profits accruing from charges made 
upon the people. If these roads were all 
brought into one system, operated according 

one plan and under one management, 
charges would be equalized and the cost of 
service reduced to a minimum, We believe 
that every man connected with the railway 
system should be a government agent, in gov- 
erument employ, charged with alt the respon- 
sibilities of a public officer, assured of perma- 
nent employment, receiving good pay, and 
entitled to a pension the same as a soldier, 
when he has worn himself out by long-contin- 
ued service in the public interest. 
Then we Westeru and Southern people are 
all yery much interested in the opening and 
maintenance of water ways. We believe that 
the opening of a deep water harbor upon the 
northwest coast of the Gulf of Mexicois a 
commercial necessity quite as important as 
the enlarging of New York’s harbor; and we 
believe that the supplying of water to the arid 
lands is as important and as much a public 
matter as either of the others. 

These are our plans. You see we have laid 
our lines out among the pe »ple—‘the plain, 
common people,’ as Presideat Lincoln used 
to put it—and bythe people we shall be 
judged.” 

Easy Way to Make Money. 

A remarkable measure, introduced by Sen- 
ator Petfer and now in the hands of the Sen- 
ate Pension committee, relates tu service pen- 
sions.

AFTER BOARD OF TRADE DEALERS. 


First of a Long List of Bills Similar to the 
Butterine One of Last Session. 
_Wasutnetor, D. C., Dec. 14.—[Special.}]— 
Board of Trade people and other speculators 
in farm products are not going to be forgot- 
ten this session. There is a whole cartload of 
bills in the pockets of Representatives which 
have for their special object the regulating of 
this kind of business. The beginning, how- 
ever, is made in the Senate, where the Ingalls 
or Butterworth Anti-Option bill turned up 
today in a modified form yet with the objec- 
tionable internal revenue taxi features, It 
was introduced by Senator Washburn as a 
measure defining futures and options 
and imposmg a special tax on dealers therein. 
The articles included in the bill in the two 
terms are wheat, corn, oats, rye, barley, cot- 
ton, and all other farm products, also pork, 
lard, and all other hog products. The bill 
oo, that dealers therein shall pay annual- 
y a tax of $1,000, and the further sum of five 
cents a pound on cotton and hog products and 
20 cents a bushel on any of the other articles 
mentioned. Dealing in stocks does not seem 
to come within the prohibitions of the bill. 
Pressing the Lake-Front Cases. 
Corporation Counsel Miller in the Supreme 
Court today submitted his motion on behalf 
of the City of Chicago to advance the hearing 
of the Lake-Front cases. The Illinois Cen- 
tral had no counsel 1 to op the mo- 
tion, but that would make no difference, as 
arguments are not allowed on motions to ad- 
vance. The court took the request under ad- 
visement and will probably give its answer 
next Monday. Chief Justice Fuller and Jus- 
tice Harlan are so thoroughly familiar with 
all the phases of the Lake-Front litigation 
that they can make 2 their minds as to the 
merits of the request for an advanced hearing 
without much trouble.

The Great Mexican Volcano. 

The great volcano of Colima, in Western Mex- 
ico, which is again in a state of eruption and be- 
came very violent last week, is one of the world’s 
dangerous volcanoes, A few weeks ago it began 
to shaw signs of activity, shaking the region near 
the City of Colima, convalsing the waters of the 
Pacific, and throwing out great sheets of flame 
with a terrific noise, We have as yet no farther 
details of its operations within the last few days 
than have been given in the Sun, but. according 
to 8 reports, Its violence was alarming last 
week. 

The mouth of the volcano of Colima is at the 
top of a mountain 12,000 feet high, and its crater 
is in the center of this mountain, which forms the 
soutawestern extremity of a chain that traverses 
Mexico from east to west. The voleano had for 
many years been supposed to be egtinct, but in 
1869 it began to smoke, and soon afterward poured 
forth a stream of . stone intensely heated, 
which spread for n Ales. t continued active until 
1873, and various@ruptions have taken place since 
that year. Its recent activity has excited terror 
in the capital of Jalisco, near which it is situated.

A FRW GROTESQUE SPECIMENS | 
SHOWN TO KATE FIELD, 


Physical Culture and Correct Dress Dis- 
cussed— Miss Field Says She Cannot Afford 
to Join the Reformers, Although She 
Believes in Dress Reform—Only Three 
Gowns in the Bizarre Collection That 
Were Successful, and They Cost Plenty 
of Money and Time, | 


should have been asked to meet them yester- 
day afternoon. It is a dangerous thing for 
the cause of dress evolution to bring to- 
gether the well-dressed woman who does 
wear corsets and the badly-dressed woman 
who doesn't. The frivolous and unconverted 
do not always profit by the comparison—at 
least in the desired direction. 

But whether for good or for evil Kate Field 
did meet the women who stand for artistic 
and comfortable gowns in the rooms of the 
Woman’s club at the Art Institute, and seated 
on the platform together with Mrs. H. M. 
Wilmarth, President of the society with the 
long name, catechised and was catechised on 
the all-important subject of clothes. 

By request each guest and each member of 
the club wore the most satisfactory emanci- 
— dress she was — te ee Se — re- 
sult was grotesque and bizarre a degree 
that must 4 induced curious reflection in 
Miss Field, whose simple black tailor 
made, well-cut, and perfectly fitted doubt- 
less excited in tufn unreasonable envy among 
some of the victims of the correct dress 
dressmakers, 

Brilliant Hues at Any Kate. 

So far as a mere observer could determine, 
these improved gowns tried desperately to 
make up in color what they lacked in form, 
and, in consequence, brilliant reds, glari 
yellows, and impossible blues quarreled wit 
each other in every corner of the room. . 

The familiar princess model was that which 
most of the dresses followed, materials and 
modes of trimming affording the only pos- 
sible originality. 

The waist line, according to well-defined re- 
form principles, was brought up well under 
the bust; the skirts were scant, but only in 
one case short; the sleeves were in every 
shape that the modern sleeve can by any pos- 
sibility contort itself into. 

It was a noticeable fact that among these 
“satisfactory ’’ dresses there were only two or 
three which had cloth as a foundation. Silks, 
both plain and brocaded, satin crépe, and net 
were the favored materials, plainly indicating 
that the wants of the modern business-woman 
have not as yet received the consideration of 
the society to any extent. . 

It would be unfair to give the impression 
that there / were no successful “reformed ”’ 
gowns atnong the 200 present. There were. 
The belted horror in scarlet and the sack- 
like atrocity in yellow, the Ella Wheeler Wil- 
cox bags and Jenness-Miller wrappers only 
gave the greater prominence to the three 
really artistic and pleasing dresses that were 
in attendance. 

One was a clinging, short-waisted, demi- 
trained affair in pele-eray crépe with gray fur 
and trimmed with gray passementerie with a 
suggestion of silver in it. Another was a 
heavy brown corded silk, the bodice laid in 
fine plaits back and front, the skirt falling in 
heavy folds from the well-defined waist-line.

They Require a Fat Purse. 

Unfortunately for the practical and wide- 
reaching results which the society proposes to 
accomplish, neither of these three frocks were 
possible for women who have neither long 
purses nor limitless time to spend in atrug- 
gling with their dressmakers.

Miss Field expressed her belief in the im- 
portance of reform measures for women, her 
conviction that the dress finally adopted must 
be beautiful, ana that it must come “from the 
top down.“ Then she gave, by request, a lit- 
tle talk upon the subject of free art, after 
which the meeting lost its formal character 
and broke up into little groups of women who 
compared methods, discussed means, and crit- 
icised their neighbors’ dresses to their hearts’ 
content.

NEEDS OF THE BEET-SUGAR INDUSTRY. 


Agricultural Implement Experts the Ones 
to Solve the Problem. 

„1 notice that Tan Trisuve is devoting 
considerable space to the encouraging of 
the development of the beet-sugar in- 
dustry in this country, said Luis Jack- 
son, Industrial Commissioner of the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul railway, 
to a reporter for Tux Tratpune yesterday. 1 
have just returned from the.Western beet- 
fields; where we had capitalists, refiners, and 
farmers in contact.. The solution of the prob- 
lem how to make sugar-beet culture a source 
of immense wealth to the Nation nowJfrests 
with ‘agricultural implement experts. I am 
acquainted with the methods of Europe and 
America. In Europe the farms are small, 
sometimes merely sublettings of from five to 
ten acres or less. The beet farmer, his wife 
and his ten children at the proper season all

These condi- 
trons do not exist here, nor do we want them.

“If he experiments with beet-growing one 
year he does not care to go on with it the 
next on account of having had to stoop so 
much in thinning out the beet under cultiva- 
tion. The capital is here, the reflumg is here, 
the land is suitable for beet-raising yet the 
cry of all the refineries is „Me. cannot get 
enough beets to make it pay.’ They say the 
fariner must stoop,’ but the farmer says he 
would rather raise some other crop where he 
need but get astride the machine, and I don't 
blame him. 

“American inventive genius must be 
brought into play and create a machine that 
will reduce the stoopmg to a minimum, 
Although the bulk of the beet-sugar an- 
nually consumed by the world is raised 
almost exclusively in Europe (world’s 
annual: production . 3,500,000 tons beet, 
2,300,000 tong cane-sugar) Europe is 
not conditioned to encourage inventive genius. 
American agricultural implements form a 
latge item of our mechanical exports. The 
genius who can invent our wonderful field 
machines can tackle the question of bringing 
forth a device for thinning out beets. This is 
the season for laying out plans for next year, 
and the great agricultural machine companies 
should appropriate an amount to the solution 
of this problem and send an expert to spend a 
month on our Western beet fields. I am cer- 
tain that a good contrivance will be the out- 
come, and the beet sugar industry thereby solid- 
ly established in this country. The successful 
patentee would reap an immense fortune in 
exporting his machine to Europe.“

Dayton Criminals Captured Through the Ef- 
forts of the Jewelers’ Protective Union.

Witnesses were 
found who had seen two men leave the depot 
with a satchel answermg the description of 

the one stolen from the traveli es man. 
Dhien and Blondey were shado for several 
weeks, and last Saturday their houses were 
|. raided, the jewelry recovered, and the thieves 
placed in custody. 

The Protective Association scored anothet 
victory last week. Nov. 18 a trunk contain- 
ing $10,000 worth of jewelry was stolen from 
A; Peabody. a balestnan for a New York firm. 
The trunk been cheeked from the South- 
ern Hotel in St. Louis to New York, and at 
the depot all trace of it was lost. Suspicion 
was fastened upon Jim Weakly and Joseph 
McNevins, two St. Louis roughs. Their houses 
were raided, a portion of the jewelry found, 
and the thieves imprisoned. 

Jewelers’ Protective Association was 
formed ten years ago for the purpose of recov- 
ering jewelry stolen from its members. It 
successfully captured the thieves and recov- 
ered most of the stolen property in almost all 
of the twenty cases that have come into its
